Perry, Minister of Education and chair 
man of the B.C, government's Bureau of

The minister emphasized the necessity of 
conserving exhaustible resources to perpetu- 
ate export commodities for as large a market 
as can be secured. That is a matter which | 
has exercised the minds of government tim- 
ber men in particular and is beginning to 
bear fruit in both government-sponsored and | 
privately-financed reforestation. It further 
marks a shifting trend from a false economy 
which allowed interests to move into the 
field, denude forest tracts and bankrupt 
naturally rich areas through over-exploita- 
tion. Mr. Perry did not limit his conserva 
tion ideals to that field alone; he implied the 
necessity of thorough protection of natural 
resources for assured future yield. Coupled 
with that he advocated an active policy to 
build up new markets supplementary to those 
now enjoyed.

A TO MACLEAN BUILDING 
Reports, new construction contracts 
awarded in Canada during the first 10 months 
of 1944 aggregated $260,300,000 as compared 
with $169,900,000 during the same period in 
1943, an increase of $90,300,000, or 53 per 
cent. The greatest increase occurred in 
institutional buildings. Contracts for such 
work during those 10 months of the present 
year amounted to $26,700,000 as compared 
with $8,700,000 during the cgrresponding 
period last year. Hospital] buildings, chiefly 
on veterans’ account, were primarily respon- 
sible for this: increase. 

Residential construction during 1944 was 
also substantially higher than a year ago. 
The total value of such contracts awarded 
during the first 10- months of 1944, was

000,000 during the same period in. 1943, an 
increase of $49,400,000, or 71 per cent. An 
even zreater percentage increase eccurred 
in industrial construction contracts which 
were valued at about $23,100,000, or an 
amount 81 per cent greater than a year ago. 
On the other hand, there was a substantial 
decrease in public buildings. Total contracts 
awarded in this category amounted to $11, 
000,000 as compared with $28,200,000 in 1943, 
a decrease of $17,200,000, or 61 per cent. This 
was due primarily to the decline in con 
tracts awarded by the government for war 
purposes. 

The outlook for the Canadian building 
industry in the postwar period is promising. 
As.soon as material and labor becomes avail- 
able, a substantial expansion of activity may 
be expected.
